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TWO NEW RESIDENT AGENCY LAWS. 

Nebraska and Wisconsin have recently passed 
resident agency laws of more than usual string- 
ency. Not only may business not be written 
except through agents residing in the state, but 
reinsurance must be effected through them also. 
Reinsurance in unauthorized companies is pro- 
hibited. Provision is made for examination and 
sworn statements concerning reinsurance. Re- 
fusal to make required returns subject the com- 
pany to a fine of $500 and revocation of license 
for one year for each violation. Heavy penal- 
ties are provided for outside brokers who place 
business in unauthorized companies, and Ne- 
braska agents are made liable for the insurance 
when it has been placed by them in un- 
authorized companies which fail. 

In Nebraska another act was passed providing 
for licensing a limited number of brokers at 
$200 a year each to place business in unauthor- 
ized companies. Each must furnish bond for 
$2,500 and make semi-annual returns of three 
per cent of the premiums written by him. 
These laws, on the whole, are good things for 
the local agency business, and though some 
companies will find it inconvenient to comply 
with them at first, they will soon get used to 
them, 


LIABILITY COMPANIES AS LAW ENFORCERS. 

According to the Columbus /os/, laboring 
men, who have been opposed to employer’s lia- 
bility insurance companies, are finding that the | 
companies are becoming their friends. The 
ground of opposition to these companies has 
not been without reason on the part of work- | 
men. The companies to protect their interests | 
have doubtless driven hard bargains with in- 
jured employes at times. According tothe Posf, 
however, they are now taking a hand in de- 
manding the enforcement of factory inspection 
laws and thus saving themselves thousands of | 
dollars by saving men from accidents, and at | 
the same time benefitting employers by giving 
lower rates. Every action of an insurance com- 
pany that prevents waste, whether of life, limb 
or property, is of course beneficial to the com- 
munity and much better than paying indemnity 
for such waste. 

In this connection arises one of the serious 
problems of liability underwriting. Statistics 
recently compiled in Europe have been pub- 
lished to show that the number of accidents 
actually increases where there is employer's 
liability insurance. An underwriter in this line 
said recently that he did not believe that was 
true of real employer’s liability, but was un- 
doubtedly true of workmen’s collective, which 
is generally written in Europe, and upon which 
the statistics were probably based. He says 
that workmen’s collective pays the companies 
Practically nothing itself except the cost of car- 
tying the employer’s liability, which is general- 
ly, and should be always, written with it. 
Where workmen's collective is in force the ex-

perience is that the men are careless and injure 
themselves or each other enough to put them on 
half pay, which the insurance company has to 
stand. As an offset to this the companies 
doubtless at times get injured men to settle 
good claims for nominal sums. While their in- 
terests are somewhat antagonistic in this regard, 
they are one where the enforcement of factory 
inspection laws and the prevention of serious 
accidents are concerned.

LOCAL AGENTS AND TRUSTS. 

The organization of trusts, which is at pres- 
ent causing so much comment, appears destined 
to cut a considerable figure in fire underwriting. 
In Cincinnati a number of lines of importance 
have already been affected, and others will be 
shortly. The first step in most instances ap- 
pears to be the losing of lines by local agents 
in favor of New York brokers. That is as far 
as the process has gone in some cases, but in one 
or two the business has come back to the city. 
The consensus of opinion is that local agents 
will not lose much, if any, business, but that 
there will probably be a shifting from one 
agency to another. New York brokers are ex- 
pected to be unable to place the whole of some 
of these lines in companies of good standing, 
not admitted to Ohio. After Superintendent 
Matthews’ recent rulings, companies doing 
business in this state will not write the business 
over their agents’ head. The part of the busi- 
ness these companies get must be written by 
local agents. It is indeed a question if local 
agents will not get the entire lines from the 
brokers. Under the rules of the New York 
Traffic Association the brokerage limit is fixed 
at 15 percent. Under Cincinnati Board rules it 
is 20 per cent. for local brokers and 10 per cent. 
for Eastern ones. The 10 per cent. rule is a 
recent concession. The 20 per cent. rule is con- 
stantly violated and the 10 per cent. rule will, 
in the opinion of some agents, either be violated 
or amended to 15 or 20 per cent. if necessary to 
recover business that has gone east. Should it 
be amemded, eastern brokers can get as much 
for their business here as in New York, and 
stand a chance to get more, in which case the 
business will almost certainly come back here. 

What interests local agents, however, is who 
will get it when it does come back. At present 
some lines are controlled by agents that are not 
considered leading agents. They have from one 
to three companies which they fill up and then 
broker the rest of the line on the street. It has 
been suggested that eastern brokers are more 
likely to negotiate with the large agencies than 
with these smaller ones, which would result in 
shifting the business to those who already have 
the most. This is not an outcome to be desired. 
Should this be the result of the combination, it 
will not be without its benefits, however. Where 
small lines on large establishments are in the 
hands of ‘‘curb-stone’’ brokers, they will be 
frozen out, and the agents will be compelled to 
pay only 10 or 15 per cent. instead of 20 or 25, 
as they now do. This will bea benefit to the 
agents and to the business in general as well. 
In the long rua, however, underwriters in Ohio, 
whether legitimate or illegitimate, will have to 
divide commissions with eastern brokers. 

It is hinted in some quarters that the greatest 
danger to insurance interests in the present con- 
solidation lies in the fact that these trusts may 
decide to set aside an insurance fund of their 
own, as the Standard Oil Company does, or for 
a Lloyd’s organization, as the distillers are now 
doing, thus dispensing with the services of 
regular insurance companies in whole or in part. 

A few of the big Cincinnati lines affected are 
those of the Mill Creek Distilling Company, 
Cincinnati Barbed Wire Fence Company, Laid- 
law-Dunn-Gordon Company’s pump works, 
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Addyston Pipe Company, and the Cincinnati 
Rolling Mill and Tin Plate Company. 


THE WEST VIRGINIA SITUATION. 

Anent the jurisdiction of West Virginia as to 
rates and practices, that state properly should 
be handled either by the same organization 
which regulates Ohio, the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau, or by a state bureau of itsown. The 
advantage of adding it to the field of the Ohio 
bureau would lie in the fact that it would then 
be unnecessrry to establish a new plant. West 
Virginia should no more be handled by the 
Middle Department than should Ohio. Not over 
half a dozen Middle Department specials cover 
West Virginia, while in many cases the Ohio 
specials have charge of the state.

Those Pittsburg Rumors. 


It is stated that the report ina Pittsburg daily 
paper that about four companies were consider- 
ing an amalgamation or reinsurance was entire- 
ly erroneous. The M. & M. is the only com* 
pany which has reinsured or considered doing 
so. This on the authority of one of the Pitts- 
Pellet & Hunter, of Chicago, 
have sued the M. & M, for $12,000 damages for 
breach of contract. They have taken the gen- 
eral agency of the Lumbermen’s, of Philadel- 
phia, to replace the M. & M. in their office. The 
Fidelity Fire, of Baltimore, which reinsured the 
M. & M., is soliciting agents who reported to 
Pellet & Hunter, but the agents are remaining 


loyal to the general agents. 


Buffalo local agents are preparing to entertain 
the National Association of Local Fire Insur- 
ance Agents in August. Itis expected to be the 


largest meeting of insurance agents ever held. 


The program, so far as arranged at present, 
includes a trip to Chautauqua and platform 
meeting there on August ‘ith, a meeting of the 
National Executive Committee that evening in 
Buffalo, regular business sessions of the associa- 
tion on the 10th and 11th, and an excursion to 
Niagara Falls on the 12th.

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OVERHEAD WRITING KILLED. 


National Association of Local Agents Pub- 
lishes Companies Siguing Overhead 
Writing Pledge, Which Includes 
Nearly All. 

The anxiously awaited list of companies 
which have agreed with the National Associa- 
tion of Local Agents to do no overhead writing, 
thus inaugurating an important reform in the 
business of underwriting, has just been issued 
by the association over the signature of Presi- 
dent C. H. Woodworth of Buffalo, New York; 
Executive Committee Chairman A. H. Robin- 
son of Louisville; and Secretary R. S. Brannen 
of Denver. The list is of general interest and, 
as will be seen by the statement by the gentle- 
men named accompanying it, agents of the 
United States are asked to appreciate the com- 
panies which are standing by them. As will be 
seen the list includes about all the ethical, 
agency-recognizing companies of the country. 
With a few exceptions the companies refusing 
to sign the agreement are unimportant and 
some of them are notorious overheaders. The 
reputable companies which it is surprising to 
find, are not on the list will in the hhext issue be 
given an opportunity to explain their reasons 
for not co-operating with the other companies 
in this important regard. Following is the cir- 
cular which accompanies the list: 


“To the Local Fire Insurance Agents of the 

United States:—The list of companies that have 
advised us, that they will not practice overhead 
writing, has been prepared with deliberation and 
great care. A special invitation to go on the 
list was mailed to companies known to have or 
supposed to have agents, and later a general 
invitation was given to reach those, if any, 
which might have been inadvertantly over- 
looked when sending out the first letter. Great 
pains have been taken to make our purpose 
perfectly clear, time for full consideration has 
been given, and opportunity for a reconsidera- 
tion of early decisions has been offered. The 
duty imposed upon us has been performed to the 
best of our ability. The responsibility now 
rests upon you. 
* Some companies will continue overhead writ- 
ing so long as they believe it more profitable 
than to accept only such business as is offered 
by their local agents. The mistake of such 
companies will be quickly apparent if you make 
the business of the companies, whose names ap- 
pear npon this list larger and more profitable 
than ever before. Persistent and concerted 
work by the agents of the United States exerted 
in behalf of the companies which are their best 
friends will soon destroy overhead writing, 
branch and root. The power is yours and the 
only danger is a possible indisposition to 
exert it. 

Without doubt there are companies on this 
list that sacrifice large premium accounts by tak- 
ing this position. It is, therefore, manifestly 
your duty to employ every honorable means to 
more than make thts loss in income good to 
them. You are under renewed obligations to 
the companies on this list that have never prac- 
ticed overhead writing, and these obligations 
should be met. When placing or accepting 
risks, and when considering the acceptance or 
the resignation of an agency, have this list be- 
fore you and remember who are your friends. 
Be not influenced by past preferences or preju- 
dices, nor by present or temporary profit, and 
always keep in mind the fact that the founda- 
tions of your livelihood are being undermined 
by overhead writing, and that if you do not 
loyally support companies that stand by their 
agents your business will soon reach its well de- 
served finish. It is important that this list 
should influence the distribution of the business 
of the smaller agencies as well as that of the 
larger ones. Even one small additional pre- 
mium given by each agency will increase any 
company’s income largely. If each agent in the 
United States will do what he fairly and reason- 
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ably can in this matter, overhead writing will 
soon be dead in fact as well as in theory. 

The unparalleled importance of the subject 
impels us to appeal to you at this time to unit- 
edly oppose unrighteous legislation aimed at the 
companies, from which local agents are inevit- 
ably the greatest sufferers.”’

The Ohio Inspection Bureau has promulgated 
rates on Dayton tobacco warehouses. They 
show a considerable advance over the rates that 
have been prevailing for the past three years, 
but most of the tobacco insurance for this sea- 
son has already been written, and by the time 
the great bulk of the business expires it is 
hoped that the agents will be in a position to 
demand and obtain equitable rates. An im- 
mense amount of tobacco is handled in Dayton 
and vicinity, and during the spring months it 
cuts a considerable figure in Dayton premiums. 


Robert Skene, Jr., who was recently relieved 
of his position of manager of the personal acci- 
dent department of the Union Casualty, has 
sued the company for $4,366.64 under his con- 
tract. His contract was for $2,000 per year and 
ten per cent of the excess of receipts over dis- 
bursements, from September |, 187. The 
amount sued for is made up of $666.64 salary 
due to the end of the current year, $2,510 or 
ten per cent of $25,000 excess of receipts over 
disbursements for the first year and $1,200 for 
this year up to April 8th. Mr. Skene has not 
yet connected with another company. He is 
succeeded by A. B. McLean, his former assistant, 
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PROGRESS OF LEGISLATION. 

While considerable legislation inimicial to 
the interests of the companies has been passed 
during the grinding of the law-making grist 
mills, yet considering the large number of vi- 
cious measures that were introduced, and some 
of them on the eve of passing, companies can 
congratulate themselves that they fared as well 
as they did. It is not generally known that 
I. S. Blackwelder of the Niagara had charge of 
the legislation in seven or eight states, some of 
them strongly of the Populistic persuasion. The 
interests of the companies were in safe hands, 
for Mr. Blackwelder, undoubtedly, is the best 
equipped man in Chicago to deal with prospec- 
tive legislation. That he succeeded in defeating 
so many bills that would have wrought disaster 
is greatly to his credit. Mr. Blackwelder did 
no personal work in the lobby nor with the re- 
presentatives and senators in any other connec- 
tion. His was the labor of supervision, and se- 
curing those to use their influence who would | 
carry weight, and who had power over the legis- 
lators. Mr. Blackwelder by nature and long | 
training is well prepared to deal with obnoxious 
laws. When he was a special agent, he had much 
to do with the legislatures, and then he is well | 
versed in the law. His acquaintance with men | 
who have influence and his intimate knowl- | 
edge of the working of law-making bodies, | 
make him a valuable man in this capacity. He | 
engineered the men who defeated the hostile | 
bills in the legislatures of Minnesota, Colorado, | 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, Nebraska and other |

states. Even after the valued policy bill was 
passed by the Colorado legislature, Mr. Black- 
welder organized that magnificent system which 
resulted in Gov. Thomas vetoing the bill. The 
inside history of the manner in which this veto | 
was brought about is most interesting The 
work was done by self-sacrificing men who, in 
a quiet way, accomplished the results that they | 
were seeking. |

THE FIRST VALUED POLICY BILL. 
Apropos of the question of legislation, there | 
is a bit of history regarding the valued policy 
bill of old that has never been published. The 
first bill of this sort was introduced in the IIli- 
nois legislature. This was the original valued 
policy bill. Mr. Blackwelder had adjusted a 
loss for the Imperial at Alton, Ill., for a Hebrew 
lawyer, Yeager by name. The loss was nominal, 
about $100, but the face of the policy was $1,000. 
The assured claimed the entire amount. Mr 
Blackwelder could secure no satisfaction from 
Yeager, and finally allowed him much more 
than the damage but even then he received the 
amount under protest. Yeager by some hook 
or crook, conceived a valued policy bill and 
had it introduced in the Illinois legislature, and 
Mr. Blackwelder did heroic work in defeating | 
it, only succeeding in the last moment in having 
it buried. While the Illinois legislature was in | 
session, some one copied this bill, and had it | 
introduced in the Wisconsin legislature. It es- | 
caped the notice of the companies, and passed. | 
This was the first valued policy bill that went | 
into effect.

NORTHERN AND CONNECTICUT IN ARKANSAS. | 
Brokers in Chicago will have a difficult time 
in placing Arkansas business next month. They 
relied on the Northern of London during April, 
but Manager Lermit of that company has given 
notice that he will not issue any more policies 
on Arkansas risks as long as present conditions 
continue. There is considerable business being | 
offered in Chicago, but what is taken, is written 


surreptitiously or in the regular underground 
companies. Manager Lermit takes exception 
to the protest sent him by the United States 
managers of foreign companies in New York. 
The letter was transmitted by Manager Beddall 
of the Royal. Mr. Lermit states that no Chicago 
manager approached him in any manner on the 
Arkansas subject, and he was not asked to co- 
operate nor advised as to the plans of the com- 
panies. He is of the opinion that the managers 
at Chicago went out of their way in working on 
him through New York. The first Chicago 
manager that communicated with Mr. Lermit 
on the Arkansas matter was Manager Cofran of 
the Hartford, but that was after he had replied 
to Mr. Beddall Considerable harsh comment 
has been made on Manager Lermit’s action in 
accepting Arkansas business when almost all 
the other companies were endeavoring to make 
the state an object lesson. Mr. Lermit, how- 
ever, feels that he has done nothing that calls 
for adverse criticism, and states that he has 
made no extra bid for business in that state. 
He has written some through his St. Louis 
agent, and a few risks through Cogswell and 
Richardson, his Memphis agents. In all cases 
he charged 25 percent in advance of the tariff 
rate. 

The Connecticut comes in for its share of 
criticism for writing Arkansas business. It never 
suspended business in the state. Manager Mc- 
Donald says that he believes the law to be un- 
constitutional, and has faith that the courts will 
so decide. He holds that all previous efforts to 
secure unanimous co-operation on part of the 
companies on any question similar to the Ar- 
kansas problem, has failed insomuch as after 
the companies had obligated themselves to re- 
tire, some have quietly and clandestinely taken 
risks. He cites New Hampshire as a living ex- 
ample when the companies decided to with- 
draw from that state on account of vicious meas- 
ures. In that case, some companies surrepti- 
tiously wrote risks after they had pledged 
themselves not to do so. Mr. McDonald says 
that many Arkansas agents will establish of- 
fices just “outside the border and write business 
from these points of vantage. The Attorney 
General has entered suit against the company 
for $5,000 for each day since the law went into 
effect, March 6. 

+ + 
CONTINENTAL AT CHICAGO. 

The action of Henry W. Carlisle, City and 
Cook County manager of the Continental at 
Chicago, in entering the firm of C. M. Nichols 
& Co is causing some interest. Over four years 
ago Mr. Carlisle began to develop a local busi- 
ness in the general offices of the Continental. 
This agency was outside the board, but to Mr. 
Carlisle’s credit, it can be said that he has oper- 
ated it without much friction with board mem- 
bers. R. A. Waller & Co. have had a city agency 
of the Continental, and the fact that both a 
board and non-board agency were in existence, 
has always been a source of criticism. The 
Waller agency is virtually permitted by the 
board with sufferance, Mr. Carlisle’s agency, in 
most cases, observing board rules. Still, in re- 
ality, the Waller agency was in violation of the 
rules of the board, and the only excuse for not 
disturbing it was to avert any rupture. Whether 
C.M Nichols & Co. will get an agency of the 
company remains to be seen. With Mr. Car- 
lisle’s withdrawal, undoubtedly, R. A. Waller & 
Co. will protest against the company going into 
another non-board agency.

MANAGER DRISCOLL'S “ BIRD." 

Manager Driscoll of the Phoenix of London 
is having the American “satellite ’’ of the com- 
pany, the Pelican Assurance of New York, en-

Driscoll has begun a systematic and exhaustive 
study of ornithology, and having consulted a 
number of experts in natural history, is pre- 
pared to point out the strong points of the bird, 
He is very enthusiastic over its beautiful plu- 
mage and its nesting habits. 

The Girard is preparing to reenter the Pacific 
coast field and will be under the jurisdiction of 
Wm. E. Rollo and Son of Chicago. The com- 
panies one by one are adopting the plan of hav- 
ing agents in that field report to Chicago. * With 
the vastly improved telegraph and mail facilities 
in that region, agents can communicate with 
Chicago almost as easily as San Francisco. The 
expense attendant upon operating a Pacific coast 
department is not commensurate with the re- 
ceipts. 

GYRATIONS OF WILDCATS 

The action of the officers of the Fort Wayne 
Fire in purchasing the stock of the Western In- 
surance Company of Aurora, IIl., has its sig- 
nificance. The Fort Wayne is operating under 
an old charter, and before the récent law went 
into effect did not have to report to the Indiana 
department. The provisions of the new law 
require all special charter companies of the state 
to be under the jurisdiction of the department. 
Auditor Hart has had an examination of the 
company made, and not being satisfied with its 
securities, demanded that genuine ones be ex- 
changed for those of doubtful value. He can 
not revoke its charter, as it is a special one, 
even though the company is now under his su- 
pervision. The Western is also organized under 
an old Illinois charter, giving it certain privi- 
leges. It has never enjoyed much prestige in 
its home state, but has complied with the 
demands of the insurance department. It does 
both a plate glass and fire business. J. M. 
Hilton, until recently was the secretary and 
manager of the company, but he resigned. 
The Fort Wayne people have purchased it, 
making G. W. Van Zant, president; S. W. Ja- 
cobs, vice-president; W. A. Lowell, secretary, 
Both Jacobs and Lowell are with the Fort 
Wayne, the latter being assistant secretary and 
manager. Mr. Lowell is well known in insur- 
ance circles being familiarly called ‘‘ Deacon 
His reputation, however, has not always been 
of a clear hue. The Fort Wayne through its 
new connection, can now operate in Illinois, 
and will undoubtedly enter the Western in other 
states if itcan get in. They claim the Western’s 
capital will be increased to $200,000, it now hav- 
ing $100,000.

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LOCAL AGENTS’ ASSOCIATION WORK. 

Members of the Ohio Association of Local 
Fire Agents are awaiting the expected action of 
the executive committee. So far nothing has 
been heard from it, and in fact no official steps, 
so far as can be learned, have been taken since 
the Columbus meeting. Manager Higbee, of 
the Factory Association, was seen in Chicago 
last week by THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER, 
and he stated he understood a committee had 
been appointed to investigate, but he had heard 
nothing from it. There is also the matter ofa 
paid secretary to get new members and-of the 
proposed change in the agency license law. 
The latter is particularly important, and it is 
hoped that all association matters will be at- 
tended to vigorously. 

++ ++ 
OVERHEAD WRITING LINES TIGHTLY DRAWN. 

Special agents are interested in Superintend- 
ent Matthews* ruling on overhead writing, 
which requires that agents shall keep a record 
of the policies which they sign and issue and 
return them for taxation. This part of the rul- 
ing reads : 

“It shall be understood, too, that the mere 
signature of the agent is not sufficient; but that 
the agency through which a policy purports to 
have been issued must keep a record of it, by 
which it must appear that the premium thereon 
was duly returned for taxation.”’ 

This is aimed at evasions of the law by which 
the law is technically complied with but really 
violated. For instance, if the truth were known, 
it would be found that more than one special 
agent, when visiting his home office or general 
agency headquarters, before leaving sign up 
twenty-five or fifty blank policies, which are 
used as they are needed in what are really cases 
of overhead written policies. These policies are 
written at the general agency or home office for 
brokers or agents not located in Ohio who place 
business over the counter at headquarters. Nat- 
urally the special agent knows nothing about 
them. Superintendent Matthews proposes to 
stop this pernicious system, and hopes to do so 
by requiring each agent to keep a record of the 
policies he signs. A special agent whose signa- 
ture is attached to policies on risks scattered all 
over the State will be obliged to report to the 
county auditors the premiums of the respective 
counties in which tke risks are located. The 
superintendent is liable to require an analysis of 
the return of an agent and verify his report. 
Special! agents at Columbus, for instance, can 
not report their premiums from all over the 
State to the Franklin County auditor, but must 
give credit to each county for the business writ- 
ten in it. The result of the ruling will be to 
break up the practice, and if any policies are se- 
cured at the general headquarters the only safe 
way will be to send them to the agent where 
the risk is located for signature. It is said the 
department will pay particular attention to the 
returns of the special agents to the county audi- 
tors. Some specials talk of opening regular 
agencies at their homes so as to comply with 
the law, but this will hardly help them unless 
they also arrange to make returns to the coun- 
ties in which the various risks are located. Cer- 
tain local agents are also known to be in the 
habit of signing blank policies for their com- 
panies, and the department will also give these 
its attention.

The Manhattan Fire of New York is now re- 
insuring for the Reading Fire. Squire, Hahn & 
App have the Reading general agency at Cleve- 
land. President Myers of the Manhattan says 
the premiums are coming in over the counter in 
New York at the rate of $350,000 a year. Gen- 
eral Manager Squire has rented a house in New 
York and will move his family there from 
Cleveland. President Myers, who is about the 
only first class financial man interested to any 
great extent in the company, it is said, will give 
it his personal and careful attention, but will re- 
main in Cleveland. He does not propose that 
the Manhattan shall be a one-man company, 
and, besides giving his personal attention to de- 
tails as president, will shortly arrange to secure 
some first class underwriter to go in and col- 
laborate with Mr. Squire in the management. 
Mr. Myers is recognized as a No. 1 business 
man, and hard-headed, and he proposes to make 
the Manhattan a go, as he says he cannot afford 
to have any failures registered against him at 
this late day. It is said he thoroughly under- 
stands Mr. Squire’s peculiar make-up and will 
‘“thold him down.”’ There is speculation as to 
whom he will secure as associate to Squire in the 
management. The policy of the company will 
be to write conservatively and get in line with

COVINGTON AND CINCINNATI COMPLICATION. 
An instance of the annoyance that Cincinnati 
agents suffer from overhead writing from Coy- 
ington has recently come to light. In this case 
the company involved partially corrected the 
evil by canceling the policy, but the assured 
having got a taste of cut rates found a non- 
boarder who could satisfy them, and the agents 
who lost the line are no better off. Ben A. 
Adams has an agency in Covington. He also 
maintains one in Cincinnati. In the latter place 
he is a non boarder, his application for member- 
ship in the board having been turned down. St. 
Joseph’s Roman Catholic Church, at the corner 
of Linn and Laurel streets, had been written by 
Cincinnati agents at one and one-half per cent 
for five years. Those in charge of the property 
informed the agents that unless they would re- 
new at half that rate the business would go else- 
where. It went. Those who lost it investigated, 
and found that it had been written by Adams at 
75 cents for five years in the National, of Hart- 
ford. The National’s regular Cincinnati agents, 
B. T. Clemons & Co., are board men. Their 
predecessors, C. O. Gansel & Co., objected to 
having Adams represent the company here, and 
his license was to be taken up, it was under- 
stood. This appears never to have been done. 
When it was discovered that Adams had written 
this policy at a cut rate (at the request of A. G. 
Simrall, of Covington) the board complained, 
and the company conceled it. Since then the 
business was written by one of the Runcks in 
the American, of Philadelphia, at the same cut 
rate. While Adams supposably wrote the busi- 
ness as a Cincinnati non-boarder, he secured it 
as a Covington agent, and the effect is the same 
as if he had written it from Covington. There 
appears to be some question whether he is really 
representing the National in Cincinnati or not. 
Last year he reported $1,242 premiums collected 
in Hamilton County in 1897.

COMPANIES DESERTING L. F. RUNCK AGENCY. 
Withdrawals from the L. F. Runck agency at 
Cincinnati continue steadily. The tendency ap- 
pears to be to get out whenever an opportunity 
to get in somewhere else is presented. The last 
two companies to go are the Buffalo German 
and Buffalo Commercial, which are now with 
Simon Sturm. It is understood that Mr. Runck 
has left only the Concordia and Wisconsin, first 
agencies, second agencies of the American of 
Philadelphia, German of Pittsburg, and Citizens 
of Missouri, and an agency of the Security of 
Cincinnati. Companies which have withdrawn 
are the Buffalo German, Buffalo Commercial, 
Rockford, Milwaukee, Milwaukee Mechanics, 
American of Newark, Farragut, and German of 
Freeport. Retiring companies are having 
trouble getting their money. One company 
which retired some time ago recently tried to 
collect its balance and was met with an offer of 
a 50 per cent. compromise.

Simon Sturm has received the sole agencies

A CORRECTION DUE GREAT SOUTHERN HOTEL. 

The list of companies published last issue said 
to be those placed on the Great Southern Hotel 
at Columbus by A. Romeyn Pierson of New 
York, was published in the wrong connection. 
They were mentioned as those now on the risk 
when in fact they were all canceled because the 
hotel decided to patronize Columbus agents. 
An injustice has therefore been done the hotel. 
Secretary McGehee of the Atlanta Home, one 
of the companies, writes as follows: 


In commenting upon certain insurances in addition to 
the Atlanta Home, you speak of most of the companies 
who are quoted as being on this risk as signe rs of the 
new Tarif Association of New York City, and refer to a 
certain plank in the Constitution of that Association, 
which you claim has been violated by these companies, 
among them the Atlanta Home. Believing that it is not 
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purpose of your estimable paper to misrepresent the 
facts in this case, we think it worth while to lay the 
same before you and ask a correction of the grevious in- 
justice done this company. 

Policy No. 144,738 was written through our New York 
office in the name of the Great Southern Fire Proof 
Hotel Company, dating from January (ith for one year 
but the policy never became effective, the daily report 
being marked ‘‘Cancelled”’ at the time of its receipt at 
this office. So far asthe home office of the company is 
advised, this line was never effective, and in addition to 
this, you will note that the commencement of the polic v 
ante-dated the agreement of March Sth to re-organize 
the New York Tariff Association, and consequently 
should the policy have been allowed to go into force, it 
would have been in no wise a violation of our agreement 
with that Association 


STAMP TAX ON AGENTS’ LICENSES. 
The State Insurance Department has decided 
that the ruling, by the Internal Revenue Com- 


missioner, requiring the stamping agents’ 


licenses issued by the Department, is not war- 
ranted by the law. The opinion of the Depart- 
ment officials is set forth in the following letter 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue: 


Co_tumsBus O., April 21, 1899.—Sometime ago you furn- 
ished this Department, upon its applic ation a ruling 
that agents licenses, certified copy of same, and certific- 
ate of compliances, issued by the Superintendent of 
Insurance of the State of Ohio, should each be stamped 
with a ten-cent internal revenue stamp. In reply to 
this ruling we will state that we have unofficial informa- 
tion that the Superintendents of Insurance of three or 
four states have notified insurance companies doing 
business in their states, that they will be no longer re- 
quired to affix revenue stamps to papers issued to agents 
from their Departments. In view of the fact that the 
law to be operative should be general, applying to all 
states alike, and as the law provides no penalty tor per 
sons accepting unstamped certificates, nor authority for 
a state official to siamp and cancel stamps for instru 
ments, he is under the laws of his state obliged to exe 
cute, and for which the state alone receives a revenue or 
tax, and, in as much as the law-making power of the 
state has made no provision for the payment of revenue 
by appropriation or otherwise, we will, within a reason- 
able time, discontinue the practice of affixing internal 
revenue stamps to these instruments, unless it is more 
clearly shown that these papers are not only subject to 
the war revenue tax, but that the Superintendent of In- 
surance of the State of Ohio is the proper person to affix 
and cancel these stamps. 

We will issue these certificates in question as hereto 
fore, except that instead of sending them direct to the 
agent, we will forward them to the company, unstz a 
and leave the matter, as far as the tax is concerned, 
be adjusted by the companies themselves and the sg 
partment of Internal Revenue, 


The question is, will the cost of the stamps 
already affixed to agents’ licenses for 1899, be 
refunded. This involves a considerable amount. 
COLUMBUS’ FIRE CHIEF. 

The selection of a fire chief by the administra- 
tion at Columbus, O., is interesting the local 
Charles J. Lauer, who was 
appointed, does not seem to meet with the ap- 
proval of the business men because of his inex- 


agents quite a bit. 


perience. They think that rates will be 
materially increased, and were fearful of such 
aresult. Superintendent J. W. Cochran of the 


inspection bureau made a positive statement 
that the rates for the present would not go 
up, and this seems to have quieted the busi- 
ness men somewhat. Something occurred at 
the special meeting of the Local Board, called 
for the purpose of restoring the rates which 
have been reduced in the competition between 
the board and non-board agents, which may 
have given the business men cause tor alarm, 
and that was a resolution offered by Mr. Charles 
E. Bedwell. The resolution was as follows: 

WHEREAS, The recent change in the municipal 
government renders it probable that the present 
superintendent of the fire department will be 
superseded, and 

WHEREAS, The interests of the property 
owners of the city. the underwriters and all 
good citizens demand that the appointee to this 
most responsible position shall be a man fitted 
physically, mentally and by experience to per- 
form the duties of the office, and 

WHEREAS, An inferior appointment would 
inevitably result in great fire waste and a cor- 
responding increase in the cost of insurance, and 

WHEREAS, In the opinion of this association, 
Jenkins Daniels is in every way qualified to dis- 
charge the duties of the position; it is therefore, 

Resolved, That this association indorse Mr. 


Daniels for the office, he being a thoroughly 
competent man and that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the president to urge his selection by 
the directors of public safety. 

Mr. McElroy strongly opposed the resolution, 
and said that if after Mr. Lauer had been given 
a trial it was seen that the risk was increased, 
then it would be time enough to discuss the 
advisability of an increase in rate. The meet- 
ing adjourned and no action was taken on the 
Bedwell resolution.

The 
recent big fire on Bank street caused a total in- 
surance loss of $86,000, which, with previous 
losses this year, runs up to the million mark. 
With less than a third of the year gone, the 
year’s premiums have been burned up. Some 
companies are considering withdrawing from 
Cleveland altogether, and it is little wonder. 
This bad condition is of course due to the ab- 
surdly low rates and carelessness on the part of 

the assured attributable to low rates.

THE VALUED POLICY LAW UPHELD. 

On Monday Judge Jackson of the Superior 
Court of Cincinnati gave a decision upholding 
the Howland valued policy law of Ohio. Julia 
Russell had her house insured for $1,750 in the 
Milwaukee Mechanics when it burned. Under 
the policy the company claimed the right to re- 
place the house. The assured refused to fur- 
nish the plans and specifications, as demanded 
by the company, and brought suit to recover 
the amount of insurance. In its answer the 
company set up its right to rebuild, The plaintiff 
demurred, and the demurrer was sustained by 
the court, 


WEST VIRGINIA. 


THE WHEELING MEETING. 

WHEELING, April 25 (Special ).—The meeting 
called for the purpose of forming a state organ- 
ization for the proper government of the busi- 
ness of the state, and the general improvement 
of the fire insurance business in West Virginia, 
was called to order at 10 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, with F. Riester, secretary of the German 
Insurance Company, in the chair. Mr. Riester 
was made permanent chairman of the meeting, 
and E. B. Bowie, secretary of the Standard In- 
surance Company, was made secretary. The 
object of the meeting was then stated to be the 


maintenance of rates, a permanent system of | 


rating, and a general coming together in mat- 
ters relating to the improvement of the fire 
insurance business in the state, and uniform and 
concerted action as to forms and dealings with 
the valued policy law. The chair appointed a 
committee of five to suggest names for a com- 
mittee of twelve who should be the executive 
committee, with power to draft by-laws, rules 
and regulations for the thorough organization 
of the state association. When these are 
adopted by the committee of twelve, a call is to 
be made at an early date for submission and ap- 
proval to the entire body. This committee was 
selected from the various sections of the 
country as follows: For the East, Paul Turner 
of the German American, Grayson Burruss of 
the Western and British America, and Wm. 
Blair of the London and Lancashire; for the 
West, J. G. Bonar of the North America and 
Philadelphia Underwriters and A. G. Sanderson 
of the Aetna; for the South, Robert Lecky, 
assistant secretary of the Virginia State, and A. 
M. Travers of the Commercial Union: for West 
Virginia, F. Riester, secretary of the German of 
Wheeling, J. F. Paull, secretary of the Peabody, 
and Jas.-P. Adams, secretary of the Franklin of 
Wheeling. This committee went into session 
at once, and will no doubt bring forth a plan 
which will be satisfactory to all. 

The meeting passed off very pleasantly and 
with considerably less friction and differences 
of opinion than usually exist among managers. 
It demonstrated once more that the field man 
is the one to whom the responsibility and care 
of state organizations should be intrusted. The 
sentiment of the meeting as expressed by those 
present was in favor of making an arrangement 


with the Ohio Inspection Bureau. The question 
of commissions was before the meeting for a 
short time, but it was the opinion of most of 
those present to leave that matter for the pres- 
ent until questions of more vital importance 
were disposed of. However, all of these matters 
are in the hands of the committee of twelve for 
its suggestion and recommendation to the next 
meeting. 

Taken all in all the first meeting can be put 
down as a decided success. Out of 87 com- 
panies doing business in the state 67 were 
represented at the meeting by either special or 
general agents, and two or three by home office 
men. Among those present from out of city 
were: R. E. Gooch, Wm. Blair, Mr. Kramer. of 
the Imperial, Mr. Lohmeyer, Paul Turner, Geo. 
M. Winwood, Wm. C. Daniel, Mr. Dugan of 
the Hartford, Mr. Poe of the Royal, H. M.

Bonar, R. B. Moore, Edward C. North, assistant 
secretary of the Merchants of N. J., Robert 
Lecky, assistant secretary of the Virginia State.

a total insurance of $210,750, A partial list,

LITTLEPAGE ON STATE INSURANCE. 

The Board of Public Works of this state 
has published under date of April Ist and title 
of ‘‘Insurance of State Property’’ the report of 
Chas. F. Littlepage, who was appointed by 
Governor Atkinson as an expert to investigate 
the condition of the insurance on the state’s 
property, and the action of the board in regard 
to same. Owing to a number of gross errors in 
the publication, at the request of Mr. Little- 
page it was not distributed, but will probably be 
corrected and reprinted. 

The report contains a schedule of the various 
state institutions with a tabulated statement of 
the approximate cost of buildings and contents, 
insurance in force and premiums paid thereon, 
warranted insurance and premiums thereon, 
excessive insurance, and excessive premiums. 

The following extracts, subject possibly to 
slight changes in the corrected report, will be 
interesting to the insurance fraternity : 

The State owns seventy-eight buildings, on 
seventy-six of which approximate estimates 
have been made, which show that the buildings 
and their contents cost as follows: 

Ist, approximate cost of buildings and con- 
tents, $1,936,531; 2nd, present approximate 
gross value, $1,416,248; 3rd, insurance in force 
on same, $956,241 ; 4th, warranted on adequate 
insurance on same, $496,253; 5th, excessive in- 
surance on same, $459,988 ; 6th, total premiums 
in force, $17,519.94 ; 7th, warranted on adequate 
premiums, $8,669.19; 8th, excessive premiums,

The ages of the buildings range from one to 
sixty years, and of the personal property from 
one to twelve years. The insurance on the 
above property is written by forty-one agencies, 
jnsured in sixty-one companies, under two hun- 
dred and eighty-six policies. 

It would hardly seem possible that property 
costing approximately $1,936,521 would justify 
carrying only $496,253 insurance on it, or that 

8,850.75 of excessive premiums are being paid 
out of the state’s treasury every three years for 
excessive insurance, while $81,560 worth of the 
same property stands without any insurance on 
it; nevertheless, with reference to the present 
methods of underwriting, it is true. 

Wherever I have been in the course of my in- 
spections I have found the most inexcusable 
irregularities. 

Detailed estimates, as far as practicable, have 
been made with a view of ascertaining equitable 
insurance values of every class of property 
owned by the state. 

Besides revising the insurance contracts now 
in force, an equitable distribution of the insur- 
ance on the state’s property will be accomplished 
and about $,000 on a basis of three years term 
of insurance, or about $3,000 per year, will be 
saved in excessive premiums as well as the re- 
turn premiums now due the state, amounting to 
about $1,500, resulting from the discontinuing 
of excessive insurance, which premiums are 
either collectable in money from the companies 
or they can be utilized in the form of payments 
to be applied to the extenuation of the insurance 
left in force on the state’s property. 


Following is the action of the Board of Public 
Works on Mr. Littlepage’s report: 

WHEREAS, The Board of Public Works has 
heard and considered the report of Charles F. 
Littlepage, insurance expert appointed by the 
Governor; therefore, 

Ordered, That the report of said Littlepage, 
showing the estimated value of the capitol build- 
ing, executive mansion and the buildings of the 
several public institutions, the insurance value 
of said property and of the contents thereof, be 
adopted; and that 250 copies of such report be 

rinted, and copies thereof be furnished to each 
institution or the Board of Regents and Direc- 
tors thereof; and that it be recommended that 
the values as shown by the said report be adopt- 
ed in effecting insurance, and that the property 
be insured according to said rules; and be it 
further 

Ordered, That all policies on such property 
should be concurrent, and that each policy 
should contain the following provisions :

And be it further 

Ordered, That the term of insurance, so far 
as possible, be five years, instead of three years, 
as has been usual heretofore; and be it further 

Ordered, That all insurance on state property 
shall be placed in companies only which have 
complied with the laws of this state; and be it 
further 

Ordered, That all policies of insurarce shall 
be presented to the Board of Public Works, and 
the rates and conditions thereof to be approved 
by the Board, before the bills for the premiums 
on such policies are allowed by the Board. 


The report is, no doubt, more pleasing to the 
Governor, who commissioned Mr. Littlepage to 
do the work, than it is to the agents whose lines 





| are reduced. The average agent, after looking 


| over the report, will wonder how Mr. Littlepage 


arrives at ‘‘ warranted insurance.’’ This, it will 


| be observed, he figures at about 35 per cent. of 


the ‘‘ present approximate gross value.’’ As 
the state buildings are nearly all of ordinary 
brick or stone construction, and many of them 
without fire department protection, the figures 
of the ‘‘insurance expert’’ seem queer to the 
insurance ordinary. There are probably many 
of the latter class throughout the state who 


will ask who Mr. Littlepage is. He was form- 


| erly a local agent at Charleston; he occasionally 


officiates as an adjuster for the assured; his 
occupation is given in the Charleston city 
directory as ‘‘ Insurance Specialist ’’; the Board 
of Public Works term him an ‘Insurance Ex- 
pert’’; as a mathematician he is simply great.

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FRATERNALS IN OHIO. 

Superintendent Matthews has filed Part III 
of his thirty-second annual report, relating to 
Fraternal Beneficiary Associations, for the year 
ending December 31, 1898. There are 65 of 
these societies operating in Ohio, 19 new ones 
having been licensed during the year. 

The statements filed in the department for 
the year ending December 31, 1898, by the fra- 
ternal orders show a total membership of 1,730,- 
749, and an agyregate amount of insurance in 
force of $2,880,908,027. 

The total membership in Ohio was 118,732, 
and amount of insurance $174,661,010. The 
income from all sources for the year was $31,- 
753,311.02, and the total expense of manage- 
ment $2,791,107.43. The total amount paid for 
losses during the year was $26,512,326.66, of 
which amount $1,454,617.72 was paid in Ohio. 
The assets are shown to be $13,012,770.82, and 
the liabilities $3,833,635.56. 


THE PROPOSED CHICAGO CONSOLIDATION. 

The publication in the last issue of THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER of a New York dis- 
patch concerning the proposed consolidation of 
a number of Illinois assessment and stipulated 
premium companies into a legal reserve stock 
company, has created great interest among 
stipulated premium companies. It is known 
that the dispatch was substantially correct, 
although the plan does not embrace quite all 
the companies mentioned. Secretary Reinmund 
of the Covenant Mutual, of Galesburg, says 
that so far as his association is concerned the 
report is pure fiction. President Mabie of the 
Iowa Life and the Northwestern Life Assurance, 
when seen in Chicago a few days ago by THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER, stated that there 
was no basis for the article. In this he is known 
positively to be mistaken. He admitted, how- 
ever, that as the matter had been agitated by 
publication, it might cause managers to think 
about it 

The Sandusky, Ohio, S/ar, treating on the 
case of Jabez Wright against Lucy L. Wickham, 
says: ‘‘Jabez Wright, in his reply to the cross- 
petition of the Union Central Life Insurance 
Company, charges that company with some ille- 
gal proceedings. He claims that the note which 
forms the basis of their claim covers not only 
the amount lent, but interest of usurious rate as 
well as payments on a life policy, which was 
taken as collateral security. The company is 
also charged with forcing the taking out of the 
policy of the defendant’s son before it would 
give the loan.”’ 





HARTFORD LIFE’S NEW POLICIES. 


Features of the New Legal Reserve Policies 
That the Hartford is Preparing to Issue, 
The Hartford Life has furnished its avents 

with samples of some of its new forms of legal 

reserve policies. The policies are as liberal as 
the average in their provisions, but have one or 
two peculiarities. The insurance for the first 
year is term insurance, and this probably ac. 
counts for the loan values of the twenty-year 
limited payment policy being the same for the 
nineteenth and twentieth years. The policy 
provides loan values, up to which money will be 
loaned at five per cent per annum in advance; 
automatic paid-up insurance, which on account 
of the one-year term feature is not quite as large 
foreach year as that provided in standard poli- 
cies; and extended insurance, non-participating, 
granted within 30 days of lapse or within one 
year, provided the health of the assured is good, 
The policy is an ordinary accumulation policy, 
the accumulation period being apparently the 
same as the payment period, although this is not 
quite plain in the blank policies. After the de- 
ferred dividend has been paid, dividends become 
annual, At the end of the accumulation period 
five options are granted—viz: Surrender value 
and surplus in cash; surplus in cash and policy 
paid up and participating annually; surplus con- 
verted into a life annuity; surrender value and 
surplus converted into a life annuity, or surplus 
to be used to purchase participating paid-up 
addition to policy on medical examination. 

The rate on a 20-payment life policy for $1,000 

at age 35 is $32.67, and the loan values, paid-up 

insurance, and extended insurance guarantees 
are as follows:

Continental-Manhattan Case. 

As anticipated, the Continental won out in its 
controversy with the Manhattan Fire as to 
whether the latter was responsible for a part of 
the Home Life Building loss claimed to be 
covered in an excess ‘“‘floater’’ reinsurance 
policy issued to the Continental by the Man- 
hattan. It is said about nine thousand dollars 
were involved. The Manhattan denied liability 
for a part of the amount, but finally agreed to 
the Continental’s suggestion to submit the 
matter to arbitrators. E. F. Beddall of the 
Royal and A.G. McIlwaine of the London & 
Lancashire were selected. The Continental 
can generally be depended upon to be right in 
cases of this kind, as its legal department is of 
the highest order, and it is extremely technical 
and careful.

He 
thinks they are largely responsible for the ad- 
verse legislation in Arkansas, 
Texas, and are generally demoralizing the busi- 
ness, and thus working against the interests of 
the local agents. He thinks boards are essential 
for the maintenance of correct rates and prac- 
tices. The subject will undoubtedly be taken 
up by the National Association, and many are 
in favor of passing a resolution advocating that 
agents refrain from writing for or placing busi- 
ness In companies which Mr. Brannen terms 
“companies with such an erratic and dangerous 
management.’’

Attorney General Jeff. Davis, of Arkansas, | 
rules that, although the bill providing for taxing 


life insurance policies at their cash value was de- 
feated, the state constitution covers the case and 
has instructed assessors to list them for taxation. 


AMONG CASUALTY MEN. 


LIABILITY CONDITIONS. 

Within the past couple of weeks there has 
been some talk of the Maryland Casualty’s 
entering the liability compact. Ata meeting of 
the conference in New York a few days ago, 
President Stone, of the Maryland, was present; 
but it was announced that no action was taken 
that would bring his company in, as he posi- 
tively refused to enter the compact unless the 
Frankfort and New Amsterdam would also join, 
It is said, too, that he imposes other conditions, 
viz: That steam boiler insurance be considered 
as liability insurance and brought under confer- 
ence rules, and that there be an inspection of 
general liability risks as there is of elevators. 
It is much to be desired for the general good of 
the business that the Maryland and other out- 
siders should enter the compact. Everybody 
recognizes the danger in liability insurance of 
heavy rate cutting, but that is what each side is 
charging the other with doing at present. On 
May 10th the Maryland will announce an in- 
crease of capital from $500,000 to $750,000, and 
surplus from about $250,000 to $600,000, It is 
said this increase was rather forced upon Presi- 
dent Stone, who considered that he already had 
all the money he could earn fair dividends on 
at present. The Maryland certainly has no end 
of backing. In the recent squabble between 
the New York and Maryland insurance depart- 
ments, as to whether New York should insist on 
the Maryland putting up a New York State 
deposit of $250,000, the Maryland won its point 
and was not required to keep the deposit up. 
The Maryland insurance department ruled that 
if the New York department insisted on the 
deposit from Maryland companies, the Mary- 
land department would insist on a similar de- 
posit in Maryland from New York companies. 
This brought the New York department to time 
and it rescinded its ruling, but the Maryland, 
having won its point, did not go to the trouble 
of taking the deposit already made down, and 
at last reports it still had $250,000 deposited in 
New York state. 


. 
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RUMORS OF UNION CASUALTY. 

The Union Casualty & Surety Company deal 
is still more or less of a mystery. A pretty well 
backed rumor recently was that the purchase 
was the first step in an amalgamation of the 
Maryland, United States, and Union into one im- 
mense company. It is safe to say this was 
purely a myth. It probably arose from the fact 
that Howard Kinney and two assistants from 
the United States and President Stone and two 
accountants from the Maryland were in the 
Union office at St. Louis going over the records, 
but it is said not at the same time. It develops 
that the men who purchased the Union are the 
same New York combination who have recently 
worked two or three successful fire company 
deals. It is said the combination is prepared to 
buy the controlling stock of any company if 
there is a good chance of reinsuring it or selling 
it out at a profit. These are the men who 
recently bought the M. & M. Fire of Pittsburg 
and sold its business to the new Fidelity Fire of 
Baltimore. They also some time ago bought 
the Reading and disposed of it to the Scottish 
Alliance, which is now operating it as an Amer- 
ican annex. Well-informed insurance men are 
of the opinion that they bought the Union with 
the same object in view. Knowing that the 
Maryland was after a company and also that 
several others were not averse to considering 
propositions, they believed they would have no 
difficulty in disposing of it at a good profit. 
Casualty companies are not like fire companies, 
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however, and it is said the would-be purchasers 
have so far not given much encouragement. 
The liability of a casualty company is not neces- 
sarily the amount shown by its statement, as in 
most states claimants have about six years in 
which to bring their suits for injuries. The 
opinion is that the Union will not be bought, 
unless by the Maryland, It would certainly ap- 
pear that it has been for sale or it would not 
allow accountants of competing companies to go 
over its records. It is also stated that W. C. 
Maybury of the Standard was in St. Louis a 
short time ago, and from one source the state- 
ment is made that he went over the books. 
This is not as authentic as the other reports, how- 
ever. The Maryland's increase in capital may 
mean that it is for the purpose of buying the 
Union. Certainly the complexion of affairs and 
the silence on the part of Union officials is con- 
ducive to all sorts of rumors. None of the new 
officers is a liability man, and outside of T. E. 
Gaty there is no generally experienced man in 
the company prominent enough to direct its 
affairs permanently. 

TRAVELERS AND AETNA HEALTH POLICIES. 

An interesting feature of the health insurance 
movement is in connection with the new health 
policies of the Travelers and Aetna. The printed 
matter, policies, rates, etc., are identically the 
same and were sent out on the same day, by pre- 
arrangement. It is shrewdly suspected by 
casualty men that these two companies do not 
regard the health movement very seriously at 
present, and that they consider it as largely a 
‘‘fad’’ which may die out. Insurance men, 
however, generally believe that the health policy 
has come to stay. The Travelers and Aetna 
both pay but ten per cent commission to their 
general agents, and most of them are paying but 
little attention to it, some not pushing it at all. 
Other companies pay the regular commission as 
for accident insurance.

TWO MORE AGENTS OUT AT DETROIT. 

The Detroit Club held a meeting last week in 
which it showed a reversal of form in the matter 
of taking prompt action on several propositions 
that were presented for adjustment. One of the 
particular propositions disposed of was the firm 
of Hannan & Chandler. On several occasions 
it has been fined for writing business at cut 
rates. Not the smallest of these violations of 
club rules was the writing of all it could take 
care of in companies represented by it of a 
goodly portion of J. L. Hudson’s building and 
stock at 70 cents, when the rate was $1.30. 
The firm refused to pay the fines mposed and 
wrote more business below the rate. The firm 
also wrote the line on the building occupied by 
Kuttnauer, the wholesale tobacconist. The 
rate was considerably below the schedule and 
the firm’s answer to the complaint was that it 
had to write the risk at that rate in com- 
petition with a club agent. The competing 
agent had offered to write the risk at the club 
rate less the regular ten per cent reduction that 
has been given on all rates since February Ist. 
But Hannan & Chandler were given to under- 
stand that the agent offered ten per cent off his 
commission. The executive committee fined the 
firm for its action in this matter and demanded 
an immediate payment of all back fines. The 
firm then wrote a long letter to the secretary in 
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which it condemned the conduct of the club, | 
censured the methods pursued by its officers, , 


accused the officials and members of favoritism, 
and in rather vituperative language told the 
club to ‘‘walk the plank” and that it would pay 
nothing. A _ resolution was then offered to 
expel the firm from the club and it passed with- 
out opposition. 

Jas. A. Jones refused to pay several fines that 
have been assessed against him for overstepping 
the rules. His chief violation it seems consisted 
in writing for unauthorized solicitors. Mr. Jones 
maintains that not an agent in Detroit is living 
up to the solicitor by-law, but that defense did 
not go far and he was notified to pay up before 
next meeting or stand expelled. He stands pat 
in his refusal now and without doubt will allow 
the club to expel him. 

CRITICAL STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

With Bamlet & Miller, Hannan & Chandler, 
Jacob Guthard & Son, and James A. Jones on 
the outside, and at least three other agents 
threatened with expulsion in the near future, it 


looks as though the Detroit situation is getting | 


critical. The club, under its present constitu- 
tion, was organized in October, 1898. It then 
took six months to agree on the adoption of the 
constitution and by-laws. After these were 
adopted flagrant violations on the part of the 
members threatened the destruction of the 
organization. It weathered all these storms, 
however, and for a time seemed stronger than 
ever. The system of espionage adopted by the 
club was perhaps the cleverest scheme that 
could be conceived to discover infractions of 
rules. When a risk was known to have been 
written at a cut rate a searcher was sent out to 
find who had the insurance on the risk. If an 
agent denied writing he could be called upon to 
show up his books to prove his assertion. 
Were the agent to answer that he wrote the risk 
at full rates, he would be called upon to prove 
this by giving his sworn affidavit to the same. 
Many a shady deal has been discovered in this 


way. Many others perhaps have escaped notice, | 


and those occupying official positions in the 
club and who come in contact with agents 
accused of infractions, could tell many an inter- 








esting tale of artful dodging to evade the conse- 
quences. Some agents say the clubis sometimes 
indiscreet in its method of levying fines. One 
member will be fined $25 for writing for an un- 
authorized solicitor, another will get off with a 
$5 fine on the same charge. The injustice of 
the thing is apparent, and a more stable course 
of procedure in this respect must be adopted 
before the club can be a success. What the 
eventual outcome will be is hard to foresee, but 
it is evident to all that heroic measures must 
soon be pursued, or a clash is sure to follow.

POOR ADVICE GIVEN GRATIS. 

LANSING, Micu., April 24.—Ep1Tror WESsT- 
ERN UNDERWRITER :—Every little while we 
hear of some special agent visiting towns where 
there is rate-cutting going on, and where busi- 
ness is somewhat strained, give this advice: 
‘Go right for them; cut them wide open; we 
will stand by you in case it comes to a rate war.” 
Now, does that individual understand what he 
is saying? How far would the company stand 
by him? To the extent of writing his business, 
on which he has been getting a fair premium, 
and consequently a profit. At ten totwenty-five 
cents per hundred, it doesn’t mean a great deal 
to the companies. They will scarcely feel it 
with their volume of business, but what of the 
poor agent, who has spent years building up a 
business and sees it all melt away in a short 
time, leaving the business demoralized for years 
to come? Not only that, but he has to go down 
in his pocket for return commissions, and any 
surplus he may have had to tide him over dwin- 
dles away to nothing. If he doesn’t have the 
surplus, his bondsmen are called on and his 
good name suffers. Any way you may look at 
it the result is deplorable, and the men who give 
such advice can not count the cost, or don’t 
they care? They surely would not be so fool- 
ish as to kill the goose that lays the golden egg. 
The honest, conscientious local agent is the prop 
and stay of the companies, and the advice to 
him should be to hold fast and keep his head. 
Let us hear no more of this rattle-head talk; we 
notice it mostly emanates from what might be 
termed light-weight specials, and we trust the 
locals will not be carried away, but will consult 
their own interest in the matter, and that will 
be to the companies’ interest in the end.

The United States branch of the Marine of 
England has been re-admitted to Michigan, 
whence it withdrew two years ago on account of 
poor paying business. 


In the Michigan agency appointments last 
issue the Aetna was represented as having trans- 
ferred from Gordon & Nichols to Jesse Arthur 
at Battle Creek. Mr. Arthur’s is the second 
agency, a new appointment. 


Commissioner Campbell, of Michigan, has ad- 
mitted to the state the Underwriters at Ameri- 
can Lloyds of New York, having a deposit of 
$200,000. Their business is largely in sprinkled 
risks. The Globe & Rutgers Fire of New York, 
with $400,000 capital stock, has also been ad- 
mitted. Both the Globe and Rutgers were in 
the state before their consolidation. 


The Tamarack Mining Company’s line which 
was written by the L. & L. & G. last year to the 
extent of $200,000, which gave rise to so much 
trouble with the Michigan department, has been 
written this year in the Douglas agency at 
Houghton. It has been placed in six com- 
panies, said to be the L. & L. & G., London & 
Lancashire, Palatine, Lancashire, National of 
Hartford, and German-American. Other com- 
panies in the agency are said to be much dis- 
pleased at getting no part of the line. 


The Hartford Fire has made the following 
appointments of local agents in Michigan: W.

Electrical Inspector Benallack’s quarterly re- 

rt has just been issued showing a total of 
eight fires caused by electricity, aggregating 
a loss of twenty-eight thousand dollars, the 
largest fire being that of W. C. Jupp of Detroit, 
caused by an electric flat iron being left with 
the current turned on. The building being 
equipped with an automatic fire alarm, which 
worked perfectly, in a few moments from 
the time the fire started the department was on 
hand and confined the fire to the room in which 
it originated. The loss was mostly caused by 
water on perishable goods to the value of $12,000. 


In the Detroit Club E. A. Waterfall filed a 
complaint against Lee Amberg for writing a 
risk at a cut rate, allowed by the Inspection 
Bureau on the representation that Bamlet & 
Miller were competing. Mr Waterfall was the 
only competitor and he secured an affidavit 
from the assured to the effect that Bamlet & 
Miller had never been near him—that he did 
not know Bamlet & Miller and that Amberg 
yolunteered to write the risk at the reduced 
rate. The executive committee, of which Am- 
berg is an honored member, imposed a $25 
fine against him, but relented afterwards and re- 
mitted it for the reason that the Inspection 
Bureau allowed the rebate. 


VERNON.—Many are the schemes which insurance 
companies and their slick managers concoct in order to 
impose upon and deceive the public. About the most 
flagrant case of this kind which has come to our notice 
ina long time isthe attempt of Secretary J. R. Vernon 
of the Ohio Mutual Fire Insurance Company of Salem, 
Ohio, to dispose of the junk accumulations of 2) years 
of the Ohio Mutual office to the innocent public at a 
fabulous figure. Aided bya graceless and subsidized local 
press, owned we understand by him, Mr. Vernon, were 
it not for our opportune expose, might succeed in his 
nefarious designs. The news will come as all the more 
surprising when we say that Mr. Vernon stands well at 
home, has a family, and has been considered in a class 
with such men as the Hon. Richard Smith, Grand Mar- 
shal Henry Bohl, Sir James Cook, and others of the 
Ohio native nobility. Even we, who know him well, 
have felt that on account of his connection with an hon- 
orable company, and his toleration by such gentlemen 
as those mentioned, he was entitled to some considera- 
tion from us, at least until some specific charge could be 
proved against him. But lately he has branched off 
mto some of the higher studies and recreations, and 
appears to be completely neglecting insurance matters 
A short time ago all his inquiries and investigations 
were directed towards the edifying and uplifting subject 
of cheese. He made special visits to the various cheese 
centers, and at one time had a collection of $49 different 
kinds of cheese. It was at this stage that Henry Bohl 
cut him adrift. Not profiting by this warning he still 
persisted. He was seldom to be found without four or 
five kinds of cheese on his person. Like all faddists, 
however, Mr. Vernon has recovered from his mania for 
cheese, but has branched off into another fancy. With 
the aid of the aforesaid subservient newspaper, whose 
policy he controls, he has entered upon a gigantic 
scheme of squeezing the people. In his capacity as 
secretary and loss adjuster of the Ohio Mutual, he has 
had opportunities for collecting a large quantity of dam- 
aged and ruined goods. These he has had shipped to 
Salem from time to time until the church horse-shelter 
and all the available barns of the town have been 
utilized to store them. It is believed he has had his 
present idea lurking in his mind all along. At any 
rate, in the columns of his local sheet the other day, he 
had an article headed ** Old Curiosity Shop.’’ In it he 
stated that he had accumulated these “ curiosities"’ at 
an expense of three quarters of a million dollars. This 
was only techinacally true as the amount stated referred 
not so much to the relics as to the fires from which they 
had been accumulated. Certainly it is an imposition on 
the public to make them believe that any such sum was 
paid voluntarily and without any other consideration 
We ask Mr. Vernon, ‘‘ Would he have paid this money 
if by any possible contrivance he could have got out of 
doing so?’ Yet, by a statement of only part of the facts 
and an implied representation as to the age, history and 
association of the ‘relics,’ he is willing to sell them at 
one-hilf of what he sys they cost him! Among the 
fare articles he mentions and gives account of are: 
“Pestle toa mound-builder’s mill, cane from the wood 
of the flagship Perry, the first importation of a double- 
barreled pistol (French), sword and scabbard made in 
ISSi, a sword which went through the Revolutionary 
war, a Confederate bayonet taken at Pittsburg Landing, 
a Revolutionary bayonet, formerly the property of Gov- 
emor Meigs, a bayonet from the field of Antietam, a 
lantern of unknown age, but lights made of cow horns; 
aclock made in the seventeenth century,” etc 

Dick Smith has gone over the list with us, and his ac- 
count varies slightly from Mr. Vernon's. He says the 
“pestle to the mound-builders mill” is an old *‘ chicken- 
block” that has stood in Mr. Vernon’s back yard for a 
quarter of a century; the ‘‘cane from the wood of 
the flagship Perry " was whittled out of a pine board by 
Mr. Vernon’s great-grand-child back in the eighties: 
the “ first importation of a double-barreled pistol” was 
found in the ruins of a dwelling up at Ashland, on 
which they each had policies and paid a total loss ; the 
. Confederate bayonet’? was one Mr. Vernon used dur- 
ing the civil war when he was a member of the Salem
